BE IT ORDAINED, BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSICNERS'OF MIAMI-DADE
COUNTY, FLORIDA:

Section 1. This ordinance shall be known and may be cite;i- as the "2005-06 Miami-
Dade County CountyWIde Budget Ordlnance

Section 2. - Pursuant io‘Sectlon 4.:03(B) of the Home RuI: Charler‘ the County
Manager has recommended a proposed budget for Mlam:-Dade County, Florida, for the fiscal
- year commencing October 1, 2005. Said budget documeni*as submitted to and amended by
the County Commission is-incorporated herein by reference. - .

- Section 3. - The Countymde Genetal Fund proposed budget is hereby approved,

adopted and ratified, and the budgeted revenues and expenditures therein are hereby |

appropriated. Department expenditure allocations established by the County Manager as

revised and summarized in the aftached budget are adopted as limitations of alt expenditures,



except as herelnafter provided; and appropriations hereby have been provided for cutstanding .
mdebtedness for the payment of vouchers that have been incurred in the current or prior year,
but a;e n&t axpectedc to be paid until the commencement of the new fi scal year. Recelpts from
sources not antlccpated :ln the attached budget may be appropnated and expended by
| ordinance duly enacted by the County Commsss:on in accordance w;th Section 129.06(2)(d),
Florida Statutes, and Section 1,02(A) of the Mlaml-Dade County Heme Rule Charter.
Adjustmenis within the same fund to depaﬂmental appropriations made in the attached budget
may be approved from time to ﬁm_e by motion duly ad'opfed by the County Commission in
accordance with Section ‘1'29.0:5(2), Florida Statutes. The Director of the Office of Strategic
Business Management is authorized to ap’pfové édjustrﬁents to expenditure code éllocations
within the limit of the departmental dr other appropriations made in the attached budget. All
adjustments heretofore abproved as herein provided are ratified. R

Section 4 Pursuant to the authority of Chapter 8015, Specral Acts of Florida, 1919,
which authorizes the Board of County Commlssmners of Miami Dade County Flonda to borrow
money and to issue time warrants, and pursuant to the authority of Sect:on 129.02(5), Florida
Statutes, which permits funds of the County to be invested in securities of the federal
go.vernment and of the local governments in Florida, or both, the Finance Director is hereby -
authorized to invest these monies in the time warranis of Miami—Dade'County, Florida. -

fSection 5. As provided in Section 4.03(C) of the Home Rule Charter, the Board
hereby authorizes the transfer off%y portion of the earnings or balance of the several funds,
othér than sinking funds, for obligations not yet retired, to the general funds of the County,
provided that such transfer be deemed a cash advance to éieet operating and other expenses
approved by the Board, and that all such advances shall be reimbursed be_fc_ure the end of the
fiscal year upon recsipt of adequate tax or bther appropriate revenues. Provided, howeyer, that
this section in no way limits or restricts the power of the Board to transfer any unencumbered
appropriation balance, or any portion thereof, from one department, fund or agency to another

as provided by law pursuant tb__ Section 4.03(C) of the Home Rule Charter.
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Section 6 ' The Finance Director, pursuant to Section 4.03({C) of the Home Rule
Charter, is hereby authorized to deposit to the accounts of the General Fund any intereston
deposits earned or accrued to t'he benefit of any trust funds, revolving accounts, working capital
reserves or other funds held in trust by Miami-Dade County, unless specifically prohibited from
doing so by trust or other agreements.

Seclion 7. All administrative orders and other actions of the County Commission
selting fees and charges, as well as all fees and charges consistent with appropriations -
adopted herein, are hereby ratified, confirmed and approved and may be amended during the
year.

Section 8. The County Manager is hereby éuthoriied_ to exécute County Attorney-
approved agreements for funding allocations approved in this ordinance as a resuit of a
Request for Proposat or ofher formal se!ectioﬁ process or individual aliocations approved by the |
Board of County Commissionérs.

Section 9. Notwithstanding any other provision of the County Code, resolution or
administrative order to the contrary, non-profit entities awarded grants of County monies from
the District Discretionary Reserve, Commission Office Funds, or In-kind Reserve shall not be
required to complete affidavits of con}‘liance with the various policies or requirements
applicable to entities contracting or transacting business with the Couﬁty.

Section 10. The Traﬁspor_tation Improvement Plan is hereby amended to include any
and all projects set forth in this tf:v;éget but not previously included f:?gzmﬁ;;“s'poﬂation
Improvement Plan as well as those previously _included in the Transportation Improvement Plan.

Section 11.  All ordinances and parts of ordinancg"%s and all resolutions in conflict
herewith are hereby repealed. _ i

Section 12. i any section, subsec}ion, sentence, ciause or provision of this ordinance
is held invalid, the remainder of this ordinance shall not be affected by such invalidity.

Section 13.  The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective ten (10) days

after the date of enactment unless vetoed by the Mayor, and if vetoed, shall become effective
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only upon an override by this Board. -In the event all or any portions of this ordinance are
vetoed, the remaining portions, if any, shall become effective ten (10) days after the date of
enactment and the portions vetoed shall become effective only upon override by this Board.

Section 14. - - This ordinance does not contain a sunset provision. -
